UNO Makes 
'A Successful 


11 Nations 
Chosen To 
Guard World 


By Our Diplomatic

ITH the appoint- 
ment yesterday 
of the Security 

Council of eleven to guard 
world peace, the United 
Nations Organisation is 

now safely and success- 

fully launched.’ 

Although there have been 
some surprises and minor ex- 
citement, everyone is 
that the first two days have 
revealed the determination of 
all nations to succeed in this 
great peace venture. 


Yesterday's spectacular move 
by the Russian delegation to

They failed to reach agreement 
on the deferment, and Mr. Byrnes 
and Mr. Bevin finally decided to 
Ict all the delegates decide.

As a result, the Russian delega- 
tion received its second defeat_at 
the hands of the Assembly, for 
only nine of the 51 nations 
for the postponement, and these 
nine included the Soviet States 
which have separate representa- 
tion at the Assembly. 

Only the day before, Russia’s 
nomination of Mr. Trygve Lie as 
president had been turned down 
by the Assembly. 

Mr. Gromyko, head of the 
Russian delegation, asking for the 
postponement of the elections to 
the Security Council, pointed out 
that some of his colleagues arrived 
in London only three or four days 
ago

The six countries elected to the 
Council, on which the Five 
have permanent representation, 
are: Brazil, Egypt, Mexico, Poland, 
the Netherlands and Australia. 


Canada’s Gesture 
To Australia 


Four ballots were necessary be- 
fore Australia was elected. In 
three Australia and Canada did 
not receive the necessary two- 
thirds majority. 

After the third ballot, Canada, 
in an impressive act of co-opera- 
tive lpyalty, proposed Australia’s 
election, and in the fourth ballot 
this was achieved. 

Australia, Brazil and Poland 
will sit on the Council for two 
years, the others for one year. 

Poland secured this privilege 
when, after tying with the 

Netherlands, the names of both 

nations were placed in a bor 

and a lottery was conducted by 
the President. M. Spaak. 

All the appointments followed 
exactly on the unofficial sugges- 
tions on a geographical basis, 
which had been made by Britain 
the previous day. 


Fixing the World’s 
New Police Force 


Everything, indeed, is working 

with even greater smoothness than 
most people expected. 
Mr. Bevin will be Britain's dele- 
gate on the Security Council, but 
he will have a ‘deputy who will 
attend the routine meetings. 

Britain is anxious that the mili- 
tary staffs committee should get to 
work immediately on the task of 
organising the air, sea and land 
force which will give the United 
Nations its teeth. 

The Security Council will meet 
therefore early this week to fix

But the U.S. Army authorities 

clamped down a “security” cen- 
sorship on all details of the case, 
refusing even to reveal the results 
of autopsies on the charred 
bodies or the names of the 
victims. 

Bruises on the bodies of a 
U.S. major, captain and lieut- 
enant indicated that they were 
beaten to death in their sleep. 
It is also believed that the-hquse 
in which they were staying was 
then set on fire. 

A one-legged German chauffeur 
—driver to one of the officers— 
was questioned by U.S. Military 
Intelligence officials at Passau 
today in connection with the 
tragedy. It is known that one of 
the officers was in a position in 
which he would have removed 
many Nazis from their positions 
under the strict de-Nazification 
laws in the Passau area. 

U.S. military officials are trying 
to discover whether the killing 
was the work of an underground 
organisation or merely one dis- 
gruntled Nazi who had_ been 
removed from his post.—A.P. and 
B.U.P.

One 
of them made a last bid for 
liberty, but was caught, after

ECRETARY of the U.S. 
Treasury, Mr. Fred

Train Runs 
Into Empty Coaches 


At noon vesterday a passenger 
train. from Newcastle collided 
with some empty coaches as it was

Several passengers were hurt, 
but only two—Arthur Collins of 
Lockerbie (Dumfriesshire) and 
Hugh Kemp ot Alston (Cumbcr- 
land)—were badly enough injured

The change is 
one of outlook and reason, not ot 
heart. The United Nations are 
no more closely united than a 
large and quarrelsome family 
except in one respect—their 
united fear of another war in 
this new era of the atomic bomb; 
this levelling era, this equalising 
age of lightnings and thunder- 
bolts, which may one day be 
loosed as well by the smallest as 
the greatest country. 

For the moment America holds 
“the secret ” of the atomic bomb 
—which means to say that as far 
as we know no other country is 
yet in a position to manufacture 
this dread weapon. 

But it is admitted that this 
secret cannot be kept. Scientists 
agree that at any given moment 
any given country may be able to

ARIOUS tical leaders 

have declared that the 

future peace and security 
of humanity lie in the hands of 
“the common man.” 

This smug assertion is the 
more exasperating because it is 
half true. But only half true! 
Outside the defeated nations, 
and even inside them, except 
among a minority of revenge- 
seeking fanatics, there is not a 
common man or woman any- 
where in the world who wants 
another war. 

But I ask you—how can you or 
I or the ordinary people of any 
country seek peace and ensue 
it? We are almost as much at 
the mercy of our leaders as we 
Nave ever been. 

True, under our democratic 
system we can throw out one set 
of leaders for another at a 
genegal election, but the chance 
to do this may occur only once in 
five years and, if war were im- 
minent, even the most demo- 
cratic government could and 
aaa would, prolong its own

So it is just claptrap and pious 
humbug for politicians to suggest 
that it all depends on us. It 
depends chiefly on them, and the 
King was fully justified in telling 
the U.N.O. delegates that it is in 
their hands “ to make or mar the 
happiness of millions.”

I mention “ Bleak House ” here, 
however, not because it is still 
a grand book to read, but because 


. it paints such an astonishing pic- 


ture of the misery and squalor, 
the tyranny and injustice, the 
jobbery and robbery and snob- 
bery. which so many people took 
for granted in this country in the 
heyday of Britain's power and 
surface prosperity. 

Dickens was more than a great 
novelist: he was a powerful advo- 
cate of social reform. This par- 
ticular book helped to break down 
the monstrous tyranny of the 
Court of Chancery. 

It exposed the solemn farce ot 
the justice “ which is free to all 
‘—like the Ritz Hotel "—and “ the 
sublime majesty of the law which 
forbids the rich and poor alike to 
sleep under arches or to beg a 
crust of bread!” 

We have travelled far since 
Dickens's ‘day Barefoot and 
ragged urchins no longer sweep 
our muddy street crossings, and 
the wealthy country squire can 
no longer buy the votes. which 
would save the country from 
going to the under-dogs.

But don't you see that what we 
need to do as a nation is to make 
mining a worth-while career for 
any boy who cares to try it? If 
they still have to work in the 
dark, they must be given ample 
leisure in the light. 

If they still have to take sisks. 
at least we must make sure that 
they do not have to face prevent- 
able danger. And they must be 
given a new sense of their im- 
portance as public servants. 

The choice before us—in min- 
ing and in several other indus- 
tries—is clear-cut. Either we 
make these industries attractive 
enough to maintain recruitment, 
or they will decline and die. And, 
if they die, we shall all be im- 
poverished.

DAY many are careless of 
everything but the ways and 
means by which they can 
wrest a living from the rubble 
and wreckage. Even anti-Nazis 
recall the unhappy days of the 
Weimar republic with distaste. 
Will these hastily tnstituted 
beginnings in democracy con- 
tinue democratic? Or will they 
throw up another set of dic- 
tators? Will the new freedom 
produce new Hitlers and more 
generations of German yes- 


men? 
Obviously the American 


leaders believe the venture will 
turn out well. The Germans, 
they argue, have never enjoyed 
the benefits of liberty. 


They are what th are 
because of centuries of Tudal 
istic and Junker oppression 
and the past twenty years of 
gangster tutelage. 

With the backing and super- 
vision of their army of occu- 
pation, a healthful German 
democracy can be realised. 
And the sooner the better for 
themselves, the Americans and 
the world. 

If Lord Macaulay were living 
today he would side with the 
Americans. “There is only 
one cure,” he argued, “ for any 
evils which newly acquired 
freedom produces, and that is 
freedom.” 

When a prisoner first leaves 
his dark cell he cannot bear 
the light of day. The remedy 
is not to return him to his 
dungeon, but to accustom him 
gradually to the rays of the 
sun.

Is, then the British attitude 
at fault? Are we again moving 
too tardily. again living. in 
blameworthy fashion, up to our 
reputation of over-slowness? 

Probably not, for circumstances 
are different in the two areas 
of control. In the British zone 
transport and feeding difficulties 
are far greater. 

Our authorities, partly in self- 
defence. are attending to the 
prior needs of health and, of 
necessity, have to postpone 
efforts elsewhere 

There is here no single happy 
medium. The leaders on the 
spot and the governments behind 
them çan be trusted to adapt 
their plans to the prevailing con- 
ditions. 


UT these truths stand out a 

mile. The German sense and 
appreciation of democracy must 
be developed determinedly. with 
boldness or caution. 

At the momert the Germans, 
as a community, are a depraved, 

moralised, problem people. 

The Allies, in the first few 
months they have been at work, 
have already done wonderfully 
well. 

The trials of the chiet Nazi 
beasts at Nuremberg and of 
minor criminals elsewhere do not 
merely serve the ends of justice. 

They are an education. Official 
records and books will yield 
further education in years to 
come. 

Biologically, the Germans are 
not different from ourselves. 
German soil and vegetation con- 
tain no more Fascist germs than 
our own. Germans react to the 
same stimuli in much the same 
way that we do. 

The United Nations must give 
them the necegsary stimuli—free 
institutions—as quickly as safety 
permits That MAY mean armies 
of occupation for FIFTY YEARS, I 
admit. But the more swifty and 
surely comes success the sooner 
will the irksome and burdensome 
duty of become 
unnecessary. 

The worship of Hitlerism stil! 
goes on among Germans, but as 
years pass the cult wil) die. 

I nave this much faith in the 

lans of the United Nations and 

the future—neither Hitler 

nor the spirit of Hitlerism can 
make a come-back
